GLASSCO TELLS HOW 


TO CURE SEED CORN 


R. T. Glassco, county agricultural 
ag-ent, has issued the following In- 
structions on seed corn: 
"It is time for 
the 
farmers of 
Rock county to pick their seed corn 
for next year. In picking:'out seed- 
corn it is necessary to see the parent 
stalk on which the seed-corn grew. 
Take a sack, and go Into the 
Held, 
and gather your seed-corn by look- 
ing at the parent stalk. Seed should 
be grown on a stalk which has ma- 
tured to medium sized ear under or- 
dinary circumstances. 
For instance 


if there are three stalks in a hill, 
and one of these stallts produces a 
superior ear, this is the ear to take. 
"The first requisite of a 
superior 
ear of corn is that It should be well 
bred. 
The ear should be as near- 
ly cylindrical as possible. The butts 
and tips should be well filled, and the 
ear should be solid. The spaces be- 
tween the rows of corn should be all 
tilled out.. The kernels should 
be 
comparatively deep. They should not 
be too deep or they will be late in 
Diaturing. 
"Tile corn should be taken to the 
house or barn, and put into a good 
place to dry 
at once. 
If 
it is left 


i over night, It is likely to 
begin 
to 
mold. Some Wisconsin farmers have 
the tendency to display their seed- 
corn on tho windmills and on the 
porches of their houses. 
These are 
poor places in which 
to dry seed- 
corn. The direct rays of the sun are 
not good for the seed-corn, neither 
is rain nor cold. 
"A good place to dry 
corn 
is in 
the attic or in the barn where there 
Is a good current of air. The corn 
can oither be placed on a seed-corn, 
tree or it may be put in strings. Any 
method which keeps the ears of corn 
apart and allows a free ventilation is

With Jacksnipc 


During my career

I shall 
now bo pleased to relate sorao o£ 
them, to your readers. 
A number of years ago I was duck 


k shooting on a R-rass lake In South 
•Dakota. I came to shore at noon for 
"the purpose of lunch and a supply ot 


shells for the afternoon shooting. 


The farmer's son met me on my 
way back. 
Ho helped me with my 


string of ducks and wo started for 
tho house. 
Cattle had prazed around the lake 


and eaten down the rank growth of 
grass and left tho greater part of the 
shore an 
ideal 
jacksnipe 
ground. 


There were a ffreat many of the birds 
around. One flew up from under mi- 
feet and f shot it. much to the sur- 
prise of my boy companion. He a.sk- 
od. with .sr>mc curiosity, if I liked to 
shoot those little birds. 
f 
replied, 


that I did. and considered them the 
finest table bird that flew. 
He re- 


plied that he could take mo to a place 
•where, r could R-et 100 at a shot. 
I 
asked Tiim where this place was and 
ho replied hi the barnyard. 
I told 


him that the birds in tiie barnyard 
were plover and kildeer. but he was 
jn9«t emphatic that they were jack- 
snipe. 
We had to pass the barn in going 


to the house ami as we reached the 
barn he told me to wait a moment, 
and went into tho barn. 
He came 


out in a moment and motioned me to 
come. 
[ went in arid he took me to 


a small door used I'or throwing out 
manure, and told me to look. 
Tho barnyard was about an acre 


in extent, .fenced with a wire fence. 


Strange Story of Jacksnipes 


A companion and x'wcre driving to 


a duck lake in South Dakota for a 
few days' shoot. 
On our way we had to pass an arte- 


sian well that wasted into a small 
marsh lying between higher land on 
both sides.

While getting out our shells and

about SO acres and 
the corn had. 


been burned up when hip high. 
It 


stood, dry and burned up. on per- 
fectly clear ground. Not a weed had 
frrown nnd the ground was as dry as 
an ash pilo. Every step raised a cloud 
of clufit. 


There was a. jac;'.-•iT'i, his wife, 


family and a cousin c -

corn stalk. 
They got 
n bunches 


of thousands.

them and they did not p. njiO.'.Q to be 
driven out of the field. 
It was the first a.nd only time I 


ever saw them fly in regular forma- 
tion.

-with a formation as regular as ducks. 
Again they would wheel, dart 
and 


alr'.c-step like a flock of tip-ups. 
These birds were empty, nnd I have 


often wondered -what they were do- 
ing in this dry, burned up corn field.

I was shooting prairie chicken in 


North Dakota a number of years ago 
and in driving- over the prairie we 
drove throug-h what is called a lake- 
bed. 
These lake-beds are low places 


in the prairie that fill with water in 
tho spring and dry out during the 
summer. They grow bull rushes and 
coarse grass in the canter and finer 
grass on the edges. 
This line grass 


is cut and used for hay <tnd at that 
time was the principle source of sup- 
ply for the farmers in that section. 


,-The lake we drove into was in line 


with the place1 we were headed for 
and as the bottoms of such 
lakes 


were solid wo drove thro.ugh It rather 
than go around it. The grass 
had 


been cut all around the lake but a 
late rain had fli'iled the center with 
water and the grass was still stand- 
ing. As we drove in, the water was 
about up to the hubs of the \vagon. 
Jacksnlpe f'.ew out in swarms. They 
were standing- on the grass. 
There 


was not a foot of ground for them to 
alight on as the whole lake was two 
feet under water. 
We hitched our team to a hay- 
stack, waded into the water and be- 
gan to shoot these birds flushing- off 
from tho grass. 
We could have had 
a splendid shoot had we been able to 
nnd tho down birds.

wildered and gave up trying. It they 
started to retrieve a ciea.d bird a hun- 
dred or more would fly up from un- 
der their noses and they would never 
get the dead one.
